The nuiter of post-war houses 
eroctec in the arce to the end of 1956 is 571; of thcse 53 
wore orected curing tho year. Theo number under construction 
at the ond o2 1956 boing 40. 


The factorics anc coal-rincs 
of the adjoining County of Glamorgan absord the mjority of 
out Wwork—people, bub a mmber are cmployec in factorics or 
work-—placcs Within the boundarics of this Rural District, 
Tho work-peoplc in the sexs agricultural part cf tho District 
are mainly onploycd in farning, forestry or quarrying. 


The health of the District 
during the yoar, has, on thc whole, boon good. No ocut- 
vbroaks of food poisoning have boon notificd and thore has 
also boon an absence of any scrious outbroaks of infectious 
discascse The bajority of coaths durins tho yoar were 
again in the hishor age groups. 
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The incideneo of Pulmonary 
Tuborculosis has aggin boon low and infectious casos 
havo promptly Loon isolated by the Chest Physicians of 
the Wolsh Regioncl Hospital Board, chiefly at tho Mardy 
Isolation Hospital and at Cirla Sanatoriun.

° TOPOGRAPHY. 


The Rural District comprises the three parishos of Vaynor, 
Pondoryn and Ystradfolltoe, in the County of Brecon. Tho 
Parish of Ystracfollte, which had boon administered by tho 
Noath Rural District Council, was added to this Rural authority 
by a Roviow Ordor of April 1lst., 1954,

The three Parishos comprised in this Rural District 
ero of conSidorable oxtent. Theo total aroa boing 39,271 
acres, or over 61 squarc rilcs, with an average longth of 
8 miles and a width of about 12 niles. Thoy are situatcd 
on the Southsrn Dcundary of the County of Brecon, and adjoin 
the districts of Neath, Abordarc and Merthyr Tycfil in tho 
County of Glamorgan. They form four valloys in the foothills 
of the South cscarpment of the Brecknockshire Zcacons with 
high table-lands betweocon. 


Tho PARISH OF VAYNOR comprisos two valloys running 
northwards towards two spurs of the Brecknock Beacons, and 
the PARISH OF PONDERYN consists of hich tablo-land adjoining 
and cnorging towards the sano nountainous area. These Rural 
Parishes arc only soparated by tho narrow stroans alroady 
nontioned frou tho County of Glamorgan, and the important 
populous Urban Districts of Mcrthyr Tydfil and Abcrdaro on 
the South. The PARISH OF YSTRADFULLTE presents sinilar 
physical foatures cxtendcing fron the ruggod Van Lountains 
bo tho north, covering a rough hilly tablce-Llanc intersected 
by two vory narrow vallcys convorging towards an apcx at 
Pontneathvaughan. 


GLEV ATION. 


Tho district, as a whole, is at a great clovation above 
sea level, varyin;s from 265 foot to no loss than 2,250 foot; 
it will be realised that the ncoarly 40,000 acres contained 
in the aroa includos a considcrablo anount of sparsely 
inhabited mountain land. In thc Parish of Vaynor, the levels 
oxtend fron 645 foot noar Cofn Dridze to 1,612 foot at Twyn-y- 
Croes on tho mountain above Cw Glais. Pondcryn Parish 
presonts lcvcls varying from 688 fcct at Cynon Bridgo, Hirweaun, 
to 1,576 fect at the top of Twyn, Cadlan, while tho Parish of 
Ystradfollte contains such oxtrermo variations of levcl as 
265 foot at the Bridge at Fontncathvaughan, and 2,250 fect 
noar the top of Fan Fawr, which is partly in the Parish. 


CLIMATES e

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BIRTHS. The Rirths registered 
in the District in 1956 mmbered 106 (malo 55 anc female 51). 
Tho Annual Birth Rate for 1956 was 17.73 per thousand of the 
population, comparcd with 19.08 in 1955 and 13.78 in 1954. 
The Annual Birth Rate for England and Walcs for 1956 was 
15.7 comparcc with 15.0 for 1955 anc 15.2 for 1954. 


STILL BIRTHS. One fonalc 
Still birth was registored in the aroa during the yoar. Tho 
rate por thousand of the population boing 0.167 conmparcc with 
0.511 for 1955 and 0.17 for 1964. The rato for Fngland and 
Wales per thousand total live and still births for 1956 was 
25.0, comparod with a rate of 9.545 por thousanc live anc 
Still births for this arca during tho year. 


DEATHS. Thoro worc 72 ccaths 
assignod to this arca during 1956; of those 42 wero male and 
$0 wore fonalo. This figuro takcs into account 20 imeard 
transforable and onc outward transforable deaths. The dcath 
rate for 1956 was 12.04 per thousand of the population, 
comparcd with 11.41 for 1955 and 11.56 for 195%. The dcath 
rato for England and Walcs for 1956 was 11.7 per thousand of 
the population, comparcd with 11.7 for 1955 anc 11.5 for 1954.

Tho 
percentago of total. doaths being 19.4 comparod with 19. for 
1955 anc 14.71 for 1964. 


DEATHS FROM TURERCULOSIS. Thcro 
wore no recorded ceaths from this Ciscaso Curing tho yoar. 


DEATHS FROM HEART AND ARTSRIAL 
DISEASES. There wore 39 dcaths under this heading notificd 
Guring tho yoar. Of those 1.9 wore malo and 20 fonalo. Thcso 
Goaths accounted for 54.16 per cont of the total deaths curing 
1956, comparod with 41.79 for 1965 and 68.42 por cumt for 195i. 


DEATHS FROM BRONCHITIS. Four 
malo deaths worc recorded during tho yoar under this heading. 
The porcentago cf tobal doaths boing 5.565 compared with 5.97 
for 1955 ani 4.41 for 1964. 
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HEALTH SERVICES DOr THE Aida. 


AMBULANCE FACILITISS. The 
Brecon County Council administer the aubulance sorvices of 
the aroa under the National Hoalth Act, 16. The Health 
Dopartnont of tho County Council havo made arrangenonts with 
neighbouring authoritics to provide anbulanco facilitics for 
our area as Follows ;- 


Parish cf Vaynor - The Merthyr Hospital Board. 
Hirweun, Poncoryn - The Glanorgan Hospital 3oard. 
and Ystracfclltc 

Pontncathvaughan - Tho Noath Hospital Board. 


Infectious Digcasce cases in cur 
arca utilise thea scrviccs of the Mardy Isclaticn Hospital, 
Merthyr Tydfil anc the Cirila Hospital, Neath. 


NURSING AT HOME. This work, 
Which was undortakcn by Voluntary Nursing Associations until 
Sth July, 1948, is now carricd out by the County Council. 


CLINICS. Clinics are still 
administcrcd by the County Council, and clinics for oxpcctant 
mothers and Infant Welfare are hold at Cofn Cocd anc Hirwaun, 


HOSPITALS. There aro no 
hospitals in the Council's area, but woe aro fortunate in 
having hospisal facilitios in the adjoining urban aroas of 
Merthyr Tydfil, Abercarc anc Noath. 


LADORATORY SERVICES. An 
arrangonont has boon made for the services of the Public 
Health Laboratories of the Institute of Proventative Modicin, 
The Parade, Cardiff, to bo utilisod for all chomical and 
bacteriological analyscs anc exesinations required by this 
Authority. 


WATER SUPPLY. Tho district, 
Which has several supplics of piped water, has, on the wholo, 
been satisfactorily supplicc with watcr. Cofn Cocd, in the 
Vaynor Parish, is supplicd from the mains of the Taf echan 
Wotor Supply Board, as is the greater part of tho Vaynor 
Parish. 
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In the Perish of Fenderyn, 
Hirwaun is supplied by the mains of the Aberdare Urban 
District Council. At Penderyn, the water is pwpod fron 
the Cadlan and Ogof Fewr rozicns. This supply is chlorinated 
at the Gadlan pump-house by ncans of a sorti-autanatic apparatus 
instalicd in 1944, 


During the yoar 1961, an 
alternative supply fron tho Llysad Cynon Borcholo was 
connected up to the oxisting moins at Pondoryn, thus 
cnsuring a cloan and wholesonc supply of water curing 
periocs of drmght. 


Pontneathvaughan, in the 
Parish of Ystradfclitc, is supplicd by the mains of the 
Neath Rural District Council. Unfortunatcly, however, 
the upper postion of the Parish, which includes the small 
hamict of ystradfclltc, a school, and some 45 scattcred 
dams, has no nain piped water supply. A schcro has now 
been preparcd to provide subsidiary mains connceted to 
the oxistiie Neath Rural! District Council's nains, which 
Wili provicc a suivable and satisfactory supply to the 
farms anc houses in tho Ystradfcllte aroa. An oxtension 
of the Neath main will also provide a supply to the Colbren 
district of cur arco. 


It is cssential that a piped 
supply bo brought into thesc areas to censure that a wholc- 
souc supply of wawor be available to nilk producing fams, 
as well as to th. fam houses and cottages. 


During the yoar sanplcs of 
watcr were takon for bactcriological and Gnouical cxartination 
fron Council, mains and also from farns, 


DRAINAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 
WORKS. Tho Council has provided cfficient dyainagc and 
sewage Gisposal works for thc whole of the areca with the 
cxeeption of the small hamlet of Ystradfcllte, The disposal 
of scwage fron ths Hirwoun cistrict is unlcortaken by the 
Aberdaxs U.U.C un‘cr 2 joint schome, and five other scpareto 
systons of sewage CAspon.L arc operated by this Council. 
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RGPUSE COLLECTION. Refuse is 
collcctcd in tho Cofn Cocd, Hirwaun, Trefechan, Pondcryn and 
Poxtneathveughan cistricts thruc tincs a weok; twico a wock 
at Pontsticill; and once a wook at Ystradfcllte. 


REFUSE DISHOSAL. Tho rofuso 
collocted in the 4rea is tipped at Cilsams, Cofn Cood; the 
Upper Pancy, Hirwaun, and at Dinas Bank, Pontneathvaughan. 

At the prosent tizo refuse is bcing tipped in the old quarry 

at Cilsamis, Cofn Cocd, and the tip is being built up to 
conform with the slope of the mountain. Care is being takon 
to cnsurc that the rofuse dcpositec does not becorew a brcocing 
place for vermin. The surface of the tip is dressed regularly. 


The tipping of refuso at the Upper 
Pandy, Hirwaun, fills in the gaps and holes in the tips of the 
Olc Pandy IronWorks. It will be necessary, in the ncar futuro, 
to obtain a “cw tipping site for the Hirwaun areca. 


SLAUGHTGR-HOUSES. Thoro are 
no slaughtcr -houscs in the Council's arca. All noat for 
human consunptior in this aroa is supplicc fron the sleushtcr 
houses situatcl in adjoining arcas. 


FOOD AND DRUGS ACT, 1933. A 
elose inspection 3.5 made of moat and ovhor foods sold in 
rotail cstabiishmonts in the arca. Two hundrod anc sixty 
two visits Were mo. to butcher shops, food rotailurs, fricd 
fish shops, icc-croan provtisos, cafes and public houses during 
the yoar. 


Bye-laws, undor Scction 15 of 
this Act, have boon adopted and brought into opcration by 
this Council... 


Condernnation certificates aro 
issucd in respect of fooistuffs condczmed in our aroa, in 
accordance with the various Food Regulations issuod by tho 
Ministrios concermd.

LICINSED PREMISES. Visits havo 
been paid to all the liccnsed prorises in our arca, and it is 
pleasing te noto that improvemncts continuc being mado to raiso 
the standard of those proxisos in cvery possible nanncr. 


Every house is cndcavouring to 
utilise the provision of propcr facilities for clcansing flasscs 
and utensils, anc sorving refreshnents in an hygionic ranner. 


The sanitary acco:z.odation of 
thes: promises has been improvod, and it is hoped that in the 
not tjo0 distant futuro ali will have suitablo anc sufficicnt 
sanitary accormiodation and & constant supply of hot and eolc 
watcre 


PARIS, DATRIGS & COVSHEDS. Since 
the lst October, 1949, thc Ministry of Agriculture and Fishcrics 
has beon responsible for farms, dairics amc cowsheds, under tho 
Milk & Dairics Regulations, 13949. Tho Local Authority thore- 
fore, have ne control over the inspection of those preriscos 
other than untcr “nc Infectious Discascs Rogulations and tho 
Tuverculosis Acts, The Local juthority is, howevcr, responsible 
for dealing with tic wetor supply to farms and, in this ceonmection, 
the County Agricultural Executive Cormtitteco has co-operatcc in 
encdcavouring to Supply a piped wator supply to tho farms. 


MILE SAMPLING. Tho wilk produced 
in the area is mainly collected ant transported to milk factories 
Where it is pastcurised. This «ilk is tostod and cxanined on 
arrival at tho factorics by the laboratories attached. 


During the yoar five samples 
wore takon fron rctailers anc procucers for bactoriolozical 
exertination and kceping qualities. All the sanplos taken 
proved to be satisfactory. 
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PREVENTION OF DALAGE BY PESTS 
ACT, 1949. Under this Act, the Local Authority is rusponsibleo 
for tho survcy of the whole aroa in relation to infcstation by 
rats and nico. These dutics include the inspection anc survey 
of familancs and agricultural undertakings, It is to be 
noted that in relation to the actual work on agricultural 
holdings, that the dis-infcstation is carricd out by tho Tost 
Control Departracnt of tho County Agricultural Exocutive 
Comiittey, Ts is an obligation on tho part of oceupicrs of 
Lands to not:.7y tho Local Authority of the prosonce of vermin, 
This is an urmwoildy proccodure and, to my rminc, could be simplifiod 
by giving the Local juthority the power to doal with agric- 
ulLtural land in the same manner as they doal with othor public 
and private propertios within the aroa, 


wae work of surveying and 
inspoctins the district har beon carric’ out, under the 
supervision ond direction of th Public Hoalth Inspector. 
4 fuli~timo Rodent Operator is cuployed in tho Public Hoalth 
Departnont and ho is, at ccrtain tinos of tho yoar, assistcd 
by tcomporary «mploycos. 


The sower systcns in tho Local 
Authority's arca have, in «ccordance with the provisions nado 
by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fishcrics and Food, been 
troated twice durins the year. ThosSo mintonance troatoonts 
hava boon carried out in conjunction with surface propertics, 


This “rca, being of a rural 
charactor, has necessitated > close watch being kept on the 
infestation oc river banks and culverts noar villages. The 
refuse tips in the arca have been dealt with at rosular 
intervals and arc inspected weokly to prevent any infcstation 
occurriiag ox reamiiniag on these lands. This work, on rcfuso 
tips, is also naiatainod in tho region of tho Sewago Disposal 
Works, whero no najor infestations have beon foun’ during the 
past yuar. 


During the year, special attcntion 
has been paid to premises whe:c food is stored or prepared for 
human conswiption. Those premises are visited regularly, and 
it is pleasing to note that few complaints are recoived, or 
evidence found, of infestation in such promiscs. The cccupicrs 
of these promises are aware of the camage likcly to be caused 
by rodent infestation and have taken great caro to kcep their 
preniscs in a satisfactory uanner,.
